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ENERGY -ABSORBING SAFETY STEERING COLUMN... All Series 


The all-new Energy-Absorbing Safety Steering Column, engineered to 

lessen driver injuries in collisions, is a new standard feature on all 1967 
AMcars. This safety steering column is designed to prevent the penetration 
of the steering column into the driver in the event of a collision, The safety 
feature results by allowing the steering column to collapse or shorten at a 
controlled rate if severe impact forces occur at either end of the column, 
thereby absorbing impact energy. 


The unique design permits the steering column (and wheel) to collapse 
several inches toward the instrument panel during a collision. This for- 
ward movement is permitted and achieved with a special bracket mounting 
the column to the instrument panel, When a severe force is applied at the 
steering-wheel-end of the column, special mounting-bracket capsules allow 
the column to break away from the instrument panel and travel forward. 
Simultaneously, on severe impact, the lower end, to which the steering 
gear is attached, has the ability to move rearward several inches resulting 
in an overall reduction in column length. 


The new steering column assembly generally consists of three parts: 1. The 
outside jacket has a special perforated-steel (mesh-like) mid-section of 
about 10 inches long with five built-in bulges. In a collision, bulges fold and 
the jacket collapses with accordion-like action. 2. The steering shafts 
(solid and tubular) are held together by a plastic and metal joint. Collision 
impact is predicted to snap this joint while the two parts then shorten by 
over-riding one another. 3. The gear-shift tube simply telescopes on 
impact, that is, one section collapses into the other section having a larger 
diameter, 


This Energy -Absorbing Safety Steering Column goes well beyond Government 
requirements, Along with the new 3-spoke safety steering wheel which meets 
Government requirements, the conbination should afford the driver of an AM 
car maximum safety in regards to steering column penetration during an 
accident, 


NOTE: The Energy-Absorbing Safety Steering Column has been under develop- 
ment by GM for over five years. It has been exhaustively tested in GM's 
engineering laboratories and proving grounds under simulated collision/crash 
conditions, Also, AM has conducted engineering development and testing 
programs to assure safety aspects and adaptability for our products,

The instru- 
ment panel is farther forward in this area to enhance safety for belted pas- 
sengers in case of collision, Also, all control levers and knobs are located 
within the instrument cluster housing area (in front of the steering wheel) 

to further add safety considerations, 


Rebel models have a rectangular shaped instrument/speedometer cluster.

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"4. LINK" REAR SUSPENSION... Rebel, Ambassador & Marlin 


A completely-new (newest in the industry) rear suspension for Rebel, Ambas- 
sador and Marlin models represents a significant product improvement. The 
new suspension, under development for over three years, has a 4-link, trail- 
ing-arm design. The thoroughly-tested design has an "open" prop shaft with 
a universal joint at each end, thereby eliminating the previous "torque-tube", 
but retaining coil springs. 


The principle feature of the new 4-link, trailing-arm design is that rear-wheel
